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Czechoslovak Bishops Charge 


Regime With Reneg

Promise Of Religious Liberty 


Vatican Broadcast Recalls 


Memoranda 


On Hierarchy’s Meeting With President 
When Chuch-State Negotiations Promised 


Vienna.—NC)—The Bishops of Czechoslovakia have ad- 
dressed a joint memorandum to the communist-dominated 
government in Prague declaring that “in spite of promises 


of religious liberty . 


. . an attack has been launched on the 


Church and religion on the same lines as attacks witnessed in 


other countries.” 
Bishops are “determined to live 
with their faithful clergy as bro- 


thers in Christ, ready to make any 
sacrifice . .. they may be called 
upon to undergo.” 

Exeerpts from the Bishops 
memorandum, adopted at a meet- 
ing in Prague, became known 


, 


here through a Slovak-language | 


broadeast by Vatican Radio. Pre- 
viously it had been learned from 
Prague that the conference took 
place under the chairmanship of 
Archbishop Josef Beran in Prague 
and that the current situation of 
the Church in Czechoslovakia had 
been discussed. All Bishops -of 
Czechoslovakia attended the meet- 
ing with the exception of Arfch- 


bishop Josef Matocha of Olomouc, 
who was sick, and Archbishop 
Karol Kmetko of Nitra, who has 
since died. 


The memorandum recalled, ac- 
cording to the Vatican broadcast, 
the Bishops’ conference with the 
President of the Republic last 
July, when it was agreed to start 
negotiations aimed at selving out- 
standing questions on Church- 
State relations. “However, no ad- 
vance was made beyond these 
promises and the talks were broken 
off,” the doenument said. Re- 
affirming their willingness to re- 
spect their duties to the State and 
government, the Bishops’ then 
cited the following instances illus- 
frative of the attacks that have 
been launched on Church and re= 
ligion: 

(1) “The rights of the Church 
are being infringed in connection 
with the appointment of dignitaries 
who are being hampered in the 
performance of their duties, 

(2) “Those members of the 
clergy who abstain from participat- 


ing in political demonstrations are 
distrusted.

| (4) “The Bishops have been 
\unable to agree to the confiscation 
of Church property without com- 
pensation, property on which 
many religious orders depend for 
their existence,” * 


The memorandum went on to 
say, according to Vatican Radio, 
that many other injustices could 
be mentioned which “point to a 
hidden but, therefore, all the more 
painful intention to attack the 
Church. The State must recegnize 
the Church’s right to enforce dis- 
cipline on those of its members— 
lay and clergy—who have betrayed 
their duties.” 


The State’s mistrust of Catho- 
lics is evidenced by the virtually 
complete ban of the Catholic 
press, the Bishops’ memorandum 
continued, pointing out that, 
meanwhile, groundless attacks 
have been made against the Holy 
See and there have been attempts 
to provoke conflicts between the 
Bishops and the faithful.

Belgian Catholics 
Face Fourth Fight 
For Church School 


Cardinal Van Roey 
States One Hour Of 
Instruction Not Enough

Brussels, Belgium—(NC)—For 
the fourth time in slightly more 
than a century, Belgium’s Catholics 
are facing a fight for the Christian 
education of their. children Steps 
are being considered by the liberal 


H./}and socialist elements of the leg- 


islature to halt. the partial State 
aid given ecclesiastical, or “free” 
schools as they are called in Bel- 
gium, or to bring them under 
tighter State control. 


In a counteroffensive the Belgian 
Hierarchy issued a joint pastoral, 
reminding parents of their grave 
obligation to provide their children 
with a Christian education. The 
pastoral was read in all Catholic 
churches throughout Belgium on 
five consecutive Sundays. In a re- 
cent address to Catholic Action 
men, His Eminence Ernest Cardi- 
nal Van Roey, Archbishop of Ma- 
lines, declared that “the one hour 
of catechism a week in State 
schools is incapable of preventing 
children from becoming morally de- 
generate in later life.” 


Children in the Church schools 
considerably outnumber those in 
public schools. The number of 
Chureh schoof pupils is increasing 
while that in public schools is de- 
clining. The growth of the Church 
schools must be attributed mainly 
to a higher birth rate among the 
Catholic population. In the pre- 
dominantly Catholic regions of 
Flanders and Campine the birth 
rate exceeds the death. rate by 
about 40,000 each year, while in 
the less Catholic sections of Brus- 
sels and Wallonia the birth rate 
exceeds the death rate by only 
about 4,000 annually. 


The government cost of educat- 
ing the individual pupil in State 
schools is about 50 per cent high- 
er than its t for éach pupil 
in free schools. The State makes 
no grant for the building and equip- 
ment of private ,sch and pays 
only half.salaries to the nuns. 


vain has twice as many students 
as the liberal University of Brus- 
sels, this despite the fact that a 
considerable number of Catholic 
boys are found there Two 
thirds of Belgium’s leading citizens 
come from the free schools, and this 
state of affairs will continue.” 

A liberal daily of Brussels, Het 
Laatste Nieuws, has come to the 
defense of the church schools. 
“State monopoly in education paves 
the way for totalitarianism,” it 
warns. “We must be on our rd 
against anything which looks like 
totalitarianism, even in the domain 
of education.”

O word is more abused than the word 

“liberal.” .It meatis one thing in one coun- 
try and a different thing in another. The Com- 
munist claims to be the true “liberal”; Henry 
Wallace called himseli that; the late President 
Roosevelt defined ‘fa liberal” as “one who leans 
a little left from the center.” 


In the political and economic sense Catho- 
lics as a group, are certainly not reactionary, 
but are as “Ifberal” as any. But when one calls 
himself a “liberal” in relation to religious 
truths he talks as foolishly as if he called him- 
self that in. relation to~ mathematical and 
scientific truths. 


Most Protestant churchmen call themselves

Among the Greeks, boxing was 
as popular a sport as it is among 
ut it was a more bloody 
business than it is now, or was 
even in the early “bare fist” days 
of England and America. 


The nimble-witted and itmagina- 
tive Paul did not miss the oppor- 
tunity of driving home the same 
lesson of sacrifice and self-restraint 
in the vivid language of the prize 
ring. Once more, the same over- 
mastering desire of victory is em- 
phasized. Paul does not waste his 


time shadow-boxing. “I fight not 
as one beating the air, I buffet my 
body and make it my slave.” The 
fight that Paul wages against his 
enemy is a frightful and literally 
“knock-down, drag-out” affair. 

Scholars conversant with the 
delicate nuances of the original 
Greek say that Paul’s language in 
this passage is strikingly vivid. Fa- 
ther Prat, the learned French 
Jesuit, writes: “In order to grasp 
the terrifying realism of Paul’s 
words, one must have seen those 
statues of antiquity in which the 
pugilist is shown with a “cauli- 
flower’ ear, his eye swollen, his 
lip hanging off, his teeth knocked 
out and his face completely cov- 
ered with bleeding and swelling 
bruises.” 

It is only after a titantic strug- 
gle such as this that the adversary 
1s rendered harmless and brought 
into subjection. Paul’s adversary, 
who is thus exhausted and laid 
low, is none other than himself.

Just as one cannot be liberal in relation to 
truth of any kind, so he cannot be liberal in ,re- 
lation to the moral law, which, though definitely 
revealed by God in the Ten Commandments, is 
grounded in the very law of nature. Who would 
be “liberal” enough to hold that God’s name 
should be.profaned; that He should not be wor- 
shipped; that children should dishonor their 
parents; that it is not wrong to kill, nor to

Kentucky, as you may recall, is the Olympic Games , 
champion, National Collegiate Athletic Association champion and 
Southeastern Conference champion.

Bill Jurges was one of the game’s finest shortstops, no doubt 
about that, but was he better than Joe Tinker, the Cub shortstop of 
the 1906-10 era? There never was a better clutch player than Tinker, 
particularly when the Cubs simply had to have a base hit. I don’t 
think Tinker ever hit .300, but he certainly could hit with Jurges and 
it ig indeed a compliment to him to say that he could field like Jurges, 
too. Bill could go get ’em in all. directions, but so could Tinker. Maybe 
it’s because Tinker was one of my boyhood heroes, but I'll take him 
over Jurges on that all-time Cub team.

(Following is the continuation of an address by Bishop Noll before 
national convention of the NCCW.) 


The faith of the modern world is not supernatural but 
materialistic; it is not directed towards the acquisition of 
he Kingdom of Heaven, but of a better kingdom of earth 
which it will never realize, because we know, on divine auth- 
rity, that the good things even of this world are received 
nly from the “Heavenly Father, Who knows that you have 
eed of all these things,” but Who promises them only if 
‘we seek first the Kingdom of God and His justice.” 


| Francis J. Maier, a convert from Judaism, recently 
wrote in the Southern Cross that if Catholics were appre- 
riative of what they possess in their faith everyone of them 
would be a Catholic Actionist; if their faith were their chief 
interest, they would talk about it “to their Jewish friends, to 
their Protestant friends, to agnostics and atheists, to all 
heir acquaintances, and even to Catholics who have lost 
heir bearings.” 
' According to Catholic teaching, you do not merely 
belong to the Church, but you ARE the Church, and you 
know well that in non-Catholic eyes your Church is what 
you are. Who would know that we have Catholic members 
in the Senate and House of Representatives, since they “hide 
their faith under a bushel”? Who would know that there are 
thousands of Catholic industrialists and bankers, since they 
pay no heed to the social doctrine of their Church? Who 
ould know that there are in every city a large number of 
‘Catholic lawyers, physicians, bankers, graduates of Catholic 
colleges, since they supply no leadership, of which they are 
capable, to lift the prestige of the Church, to remove the 
prejudices of non-Catholics in the same profession and 
business ? 


How much does the community benefit by local units of 
your organization, since few members outside the officers do 
little to make your excellent religious, cultural and social 
programs effective? What is true of your membership is 
even more true of the membership of every other Catholic 
organization. National and diocesan officers of Catholic 
organizations hearken to the Church, devise plans for their 
‘thousands of local branches designed to bring the declared 
objectives of the Church to realization in every parish, in 
every community, but with only negligible results. 


To most Catholics the Legion of Decency is only a 
national office, which reviews and appraises movies, while 
every Catholic in the country is an unregistered member— 
and so declares himself in December of every year—and 
should use his influence to persuade local exhibitors to show 
only wholesome pictures to the people. 

IncidentallyrI might suggest here that the publicizing 
of opposition to‘a picture after it comes to the exhibitor only 
advertises it, and wins for it greater patronage from the 
public. It is customary in every theatre to throw on the 
screen the titles of pictures to appear during the following 
Week. If one of these pictures should be a “C” picture any

| The Catholic News of New York on August 24, 1946, 
had this to say about pornographic books and magazines, 
and the action which people should take against them: 


In a series of articles in the New York 
Journal-American, Leon Racht directs public 
attention to the pornographic literature in maga- 
zine and book form flooding book stores, libraries 
and newsstands in ever increasing volume. 


Educational as well as religious leaders express 
profound apprehension, and public authorities 
attribute to it substantial responsibility in the 
current crime wave. 


It may not be known to you that the Book-of-the-Month 
Club has 900,000 regular subscribers, and that many of 
these books offend seriously against faith and morals. They 
become best sellers, to the great profit of the. publisher, 
precisely because nearly one million copies of each book go 
to these regular subscribers without the need of any adver- 
tising. The Doran Literary Guild has 2,000,000 regular 
subscribers for its special monthly book, and has represen- 
tatives in the book shops and department stores of every 
large city to solicit new subscribers. The character of their 
books is not different from that of the average Book of the 
Month. 


Referring to the Book-of-the-Month Club, the editor of 
the Catholic News wrote editorially on the same date noted 


above: 


The Book-of-the-Month Club, which sends 
volumes into hundreds of thousands of homes, has 
included in its recent selections one of the most 
salacious and nasty books to come off the press in 
recent years. Radio offenses against decency are 
on the increase. Immoral incidents which have 
been the basis of trials have been depicted in detail 
in daily newspapers which expect to be welcome in 
homes for family reading. 

There is a Catholic Book-of-the-Month, and it is in your 


power to force its appraisers to select only worth while books. 
Frequent complaints come to me about very imprudent 
selections. 

The Bruce Publishing Company has begun to imitate, 
Doran and has a list of about 25,000 people who have bar- 
gained to receive its new books regularly. Until a few years 
ago the best Catholic book, sold in the old way by advertis- 
ing, seldom reached a circulation of 5,000. 

The Catholic Church,’ as you well know, supports no 
political party. But the time has arrived when Catholic 
men and women should not be blind vot@rs in keeping with 
their long time Democratic or Republican faith. Before 
voting they should think both of the fitness of the candidate 
and the measures he proposes to back, in the light of the 
best interests of their national government, of their state, 
of their community. 

« The women of Italy, France, Austria, Belgium, Hol- 
land, deserve the chief credit for the defeat of anti-Christian 
forces as the majority political party, 

If local labor unions are to be officered by Christian- 
minded men, Catholics, who constitute over fifty per cent of 
their membership, must attend meetings in order to know 
what goes on, and must participate in elections. It ill be- 
hooves people to denounce those who vote badly while they 
themselves abstain from voting. 

The thought which permeates this discourse could be 
carried into a dozen other fields, and if set to action would 
result in great good both to yourselves and to others. For 
instance, if your marriageable son’s faith were active dur- 
ing courtship, if, without obstentation, he let it be silently 
felt that his religion is his chief interest in life, his ndh-| 
Catholic friend would instinctively decide that she must 
learn something about it, and if possible to embrace it. The 
same would be true if your marriageable daughter strove to

Philosophy Class 
At N. D. In Audio- 
Visual Experiment 


Notre Dame, Ind.—A significant 
step toward progress in the field 
of audio-visual education has been 
made at the University of Notre 
Dame with the recording of a sut- 
cessful innovation of audio-visual 
processes in the abstract field of 
philosophy. 

In an experiment unique in the 
annals of education a class of 
philosophy students at Notre Dame, 
under the direction of Professor 
Ehe Denissoff, have been success- 
ful in their attempts to audio-vis- 
ualize important moments in early 
Greek philosophy. Prior to the 
experiment at Notre Dame, philos- 
ophy had been considered a field 
least susceptible to audio-visual 
techniques. 


Members of Professor Denis- 
soff’s Notre Dame philosophy class, 
for purposes of the experiment, 
impersonated the Ionian, Pytha- 
gorean and Eleatic philosophers in 
a mock “quiz program” whith 
sought the answers to the questions 
of the ultimate constituents of the 
universe and the problem of “be- 
ing” and “becoming.” 

Visual vitality was added to the 
dramatization by each contender 
coming to the microphone with the 
typical element of his solytion— 
earth, air, fire, and water. Audial 
amplification was added in: the 
background with the playing for 
each “contestant” respectively of 
“Give Me Land, Lots of. Land,” 
“The Air Corps Song,” “Smoke 
Gets in Your Eyes” and “Cool, 
Clear Waters.” The program also 
featured the exhibition of visual- 
ized charts of Greek philosophy 


prepared by the volunteer “con- 
testants.”
